CONGRESSIONAL 


It ia estimated that the appropriations 


made by the Congress which expired on 
the 4'h instant will aggregate a billion 
dollars. This is about $200,000,000 in ex- 
cess of the appropriations made by the 
Fiftieth Congress, and makes the expenses 
of the Government about $500,000,000 a 
year. This not only disposes of the sur- 
plus which was in ths Treasury at the close 
of Cleveland's Administration, but will, in 
tho opinion of Senator Plumb and olhsr 
Republicans, as well ns Democrats, cause a 
deficiency of $60,000,000 or §80,000,000 at 
the close oE the next fiscal year. 


Of this vast abm the greater part will 


have to be collected nt the custom houses 
ns duties on imports, which the American 
consumer, not the foreign producer, will 
have to pay. 
How idle to talk about free 


trade under such circumstances, as we 
could not have it unless the Government 
resorted to direct taxation. 


Senator Ingnlls' Letter. 


Special to the Journal. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—The article con- 


tributed to the New York Truth by ex-Sen- 
ator Ingalls, which created such comment 
is in substance ns follows. "The annual 
shriek about oar defenseless coasts and 
bombardment of 'New York, Philadelphia 
and Boston has not been omitted. 
A 


yearly pamphlet describing the 
blood- 


curdling incidents and appalling conse- 
quences of war with Chili and Spain in 
1905, has been sent to each Senator and 
Representative in Congress. Editorial es- 
timates, in the metropolitan press of the 
amount of property within reach of an 
Italian ironclad in the lower bay, and the 
ransom that could be extorted from mer- 
ohauts and bankers have all been sub- 
mitted and filed away for use again in 
1892. 
The purpose is to reconcile ptople 


to the passage of the Naval Appropriation 
bill, and to the enormors und profligats 
expenditures in time of peaoa for ships, 
fortifications, and munitions of war. 
The 


duel between the Monitor and Merrimao in 
Hampton Roads revolutionized national 
warfare, and the problem since has been to 
construct armor that no projectile could 
penetrate, and then to invent projectiles 
that no armor could resist. Ships of 1880 
are already articulated. The navy we are 
now building at a cost of $50,000,000 will 
be worthless in 1900. 
The millions we are 


squandering on vessels had better be opect 
for earthworks and powerful guns to com- 
mand every road bed, channel and harbor 
which a hostile fleet could threaten or as- 
sail. Is there any necessity for speeding 
millions e\ery year for naval defence? Our 
policy is pacific; our only enemy is Eng- 
land and sho is under bond to keep peace.
